The attemfcinee at the hearing, which 
had faller. off during the taking of 'tes- 
timony, was greatly Increased today,, in- 
teresting testimony being received from 
men who arranged the sale of the Beth- 
lehem plant from J, P. Morgan A Co., to 
whom he had transferred It as syndicate 
managers, to the United States Shipbuild- 
ing Company, the arrangement, being 
such. Receiver Smith alleges, that the 
^shipbuilding company had been unable to 
contrul the Bethlehem Company of gain- 
ing possession of its earnings to keep the 
Shipbuilding Company from insolvency. 
Counsel Untermeyer, for the complain- 
ant bondholders, .Immediately, began the 
examination of the witness. Mr. Schwab 
gave his age as 41 and said he had at 
present no occupation, having ceased to 
be president of the. United States Steel 
corporation. He had no connection, ex- 
ecutive or advisory, with the Bethlehem 
Steel Company, at this time, he said, 
though he had "an enormous pecuuiary 
interest In that company." He severed 
his connection wjth the management of 
the company on account of 
hi* going 
abroad in 1902. His whole .life, he said, 
had been connected with the steel In- 
dustry. 
"You are considered the leading expert 
in that line, are you not?'' was asked. 
'.'I do not take that honor to myself." 
he answered.. 
"Has there not been a period of Infla- 
tion in the steel business during the last 
five years?"' 
"So far as the companies with which 
I am concerned there has been none, ex- 
cept so Jar as is due to .1 period of gen- 
eral prosperity." 
The crest of tho wave of prosperity 
In the steel 'industry, he *ald, was coin- 
cident with the formation of th» steel 
corporation, but the dcsmand, he declared, 
had-not fallen oft materially until with- 
in the last few months. 
Mr. Schwab stated that he bought the 
Bethlehem property shortly after >the sale 
of Carnegie properties to the steel cor- 
poration. He did not record the value 
paid in securities for 
the constituent 
plants of the steel corporation as at all 
Inflated. 
Against Mr. Guthrie's advice, 
Mr. Schwab said that he had since the 
formation of the steel corporation sold 
a considerable amount of stell securi- 
ties, but an examination of his accounts 
would show that most of the sales were 
on .bonds and that despite the sale of 
some, of the stock he believed, himself to 
be the largest owner of steel stock. 
Mr. Untermeyer then turned his at- 
tention to the Bethlehem plant and Mr. 
Schwab's connection therewith, which, 
the witness said, had existed since the 
formation of- the company.

In (or another airing. It appear* that 
tb««e bonds were- Bold to a firm of 
Chicago bond dealers for J1B6.000 and 
trntnedlately resold to the State for 
•l«»,000. 
Somebody netted $13,000 on 


lh'« deal. Just who, Is a question. The 
Rlywslde Grand Jury IB investigating 
the transaction, but It is not likely 
that anything will come of the inquiry. 
It may be puzzling to understand why 
the bonds were sold for $158,001 If they

TALIESIN EVANS 


ON CREMATORY, 


Editor TRIBUNE—A committee ot the 


Council has decided to recommend, and 
I presume the report will be submitted 
at the Monday night meeting, that an ex- 
clusive franchise be given to a crematory 
corporation for twenty years, with. also, 
tho exclusive right to collect the garbage 
from householders at .1 stipulated rate 
pc-r month*. 
The reservntlnn is made in 
the ordinance, as I understand It. that the 
city shall have the right of inn-chasing 
the works and the privileges of the fran- 
chise In ten years, receiving in tho mean- 
'Jme a yearly honorarium from the com- 
pany for the privileges granted. 
As a householder and a property own- 
er, I protest most enrnCHtly against the 
passage of the ordinance, not only be- 
cause it creates an unwarranted monop- 
oly, 
but on the ground that the Council 
will be exceeding Its authority 
If 
the 
ordinance is passed as framed. 
The Council has the undoubted right 
of determining where garbage shall be 
deposited or • delivered. It has exercised 
that right all along by specifying the 
points where such deposit and delivery, 
ohall ba made. It has no rfgr.t to say 
that I or any other householder ahall de- 
liver to the agents of the crematory the 
household garbage at ml arbitrary rate 
fixed by itself. Nor has it the right to 
make it a penal offense for any house- 
holder to refuse to pay the 
garbage 
crematory agents the rales it proposes to 
establish. The powers of the Council arc 
clearly limited to the definition ot the 
place of deposit or delivery of the gar- 
bage. If It should pass an ot-dlance that 
all garbage must be delivered at the Bite, 
of the proposed garbage crematory it 
might be within the sphere of its powers, 
although that might be. . rightfully chal- 
lenged if a rival establishment were in- 
stalled. 
The right to remove the garbage of any 
establishment Is'a private right on which 
the Council eannot legally encroach with- 
out exceeding its authority. That Is a 
question which, 1 assume is not a sub- 
ject of controversy. And with it. of 
course, the right to privately negotiate 
an arrangement for Its removal, at any 
rate on which the hou.ieholder and the 
garbage collector may mutually agree is 
associated lnd!'ssolubly. 


L(>t mi.', therefore, suggest to the Coun- 
cl: that the proper course for it to pur- 
sue, and the only one within the range of 
ifa power?, is, if it ao desires, to grant a 
franchise 
to the crematory people to 
maintain Fuch tin establishment 
at a 
designated point within the city limits, 
.That and nothing more. It has no right 
to sa.y that no other crematory ahall bo 
established.

Besides, some other rarrler maj' be 


willing to deliver it for a smaller fee and 
the Council hao no right to deprive any 
prospective competitor of that 
rlprht. 
Moreover, there ought not to be anything 
In the ordinance which gives . exclusive 
right to mniiitain a crematory to any 
one. 
The cremation of garfcage Is a high- 


ly profitable business. Nothing goes to 
such an establishment that docs 
not 
yield a commercial product of value, and 
the nollcy of the city should be to en- 
courage competition, not to stifle it.
